This month I would like totalk 
mainly about counting traffic. 
I will lean very heavily on 
WINJM’s column in June QST 
page 76. As George points out, 
counting traffic is on the honor 
system. It must be that way 
for there is simply no other 
way to do it, There are four 
categories which make up the 
total; origination, received, re- 
layed, and delivered, An orig- 
ination is a message that or- 
iginates on amateur ratio at 
your station for the first time. 
A received message is one rec- 
eived by you on amateur radio. 
A relayed message is one sent 
by you on amateur radio which 
did not orginate at your station, 
A delivered message is one 
delivered by you to the add- 
ressee by means other than 
amateur radio, 


Needed Now 


I believe the most needed 
piece of gear for the SSB trade 
is a gimmick for indicating the 
opposite sideband and garbage. 
Something simple as the diode 
rectifier-lamp scheme as used 
on the old AM rigs for indicat- 
ing negative peak clipping. If 
someone could come up with 
something in the $20 to $25 
price bracket I believe they 
could make a killing and clean 
up some of the SSB troubles, 

Another cheaper device could 
be a simple metal collar with 
a stop that could be slipped ov- 
er the audio gain to stop it at 
a point about 30% below where 
the average ham runs it, It 
should be furnished free with 
each ‘‘just as good as” trans- 
ceiver,

Now how is it possible to re- 
lay more messages than you 
receive? This can be done by 
receiving a number of mess- 
ages from someone else by 
means other than amateur radio 
and relaying them on to another 
point by amateur radio. They 
can be releyed to you by tele- 
phone or mule train or any 
other way except amateur rad- 
io. You can’t claim a received 
eredit for them but you can 
claim a relayedcredit for them. 
Delivered messages are those 
which are delivered to their 
destination by means other than 
amateur radio, If you send a 
message to the addressee by 
amateur radio you merely get 
a relayed credit. MARS traffic 
must be re-filed into amateur 
form before it can be put on 
amateur frequencies and the 
station re-filing it gets credit 
for an origination, As George 
points out in his column, all 
traffic counted must be handled 
by amateur radio except del- 
iveries and they must be hand- 
led by other means, 

Perhaps this seems a bit too 
elementary to some of you but 
judging from the reports I get 
I am willing to bet there is at 
least one or two people reading 
this who learned something new. 
Keep the traffic reports coming 
through the summer and en- 
courage others to do the same, 
Unitl next month good luck and 
73 to all.

Bob Wilder W2ZRX/4 


Single Side Band is one of the 
many advancements made inel- 
ectronics in the lastfifty years, 
SSB is now being used in both 
radio and telephone work, with 
the apex of uses for SSB notyet 
being reached, 

In 1915, John R. Carson, by 
mathematical analysis of am- 
plitude modulation (AM) came to 
the conclusion that it is possible 
to remove one sideband and the 
carrier from the AM signal and 
yet retain essential modulation 
components of the modulating 
signal in the remaining side- 
band, His discovery led to con- 
tinuing speculation on the part 
of contemporary radio andtele- 
phone engineers regarding the 
existence of sidebands in an AM 
signal. 

After Carson’s analysis, it 
was only a short period of time 
before D.H, Arnold experiment- 
ed and proved that SSB was pos- 
sible, Within three years after 
Carson and Arnold showed that 
SSB was possible, the first com- 
mercial carrier apparatus for 
wire telephone service was dev- 
eloped and placed in operation, 
The need for long haul telephone 
circuits provided the impetus 
for rapid installation of SSB 
carrier systems for wire trans- 
mission. SSB modulation has 
been almost universally applied 
to the carrier telephone sys- 
tems of the world since 1918, It 
is natural of course that en- 
gineers of the international 
telephone companies should

tests showed that an improve- 
ment of 8 db over AM (for equal 
peak power) was possible when 
using single sideband. 

Since the middle 1930’s many 
short wave international radio- 
telephone circuits have been 
placed in service, These links 
have generally made use of pil- 
ot-carrier SSB with AFC in 
manually tuned receivers, The 
1950’s saw extensive use of sup- 
pressed carrier SSB by radio 
amateurs who were one of the 
first to develop this type of 
transmission to such a fine art, 
Later in the fifties the military 
began using suppressed carrier 
SSB for many applications, 

The uses of suppressed car- 
rier single side band systems 
are now wide spread among the 
military and commercial con- 
cerns, Single side band isused 
in microwave equipment, multi- 
plex equipment, telephone 
equipment,
